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Executive Summary

In 2014, the utilities sector comprised 0.5 percent of all employment
in lowa. Although this sector is one of the smallest industries, with
8,140 workers, it reported an average annual wage of $80,913. This
wage is 90.2 percent higher than the state average wage of $42,536.

Since the peak in 2008, employment in this sector has been steadily
regressing, although there was a slight uptick in employment between
2013 and 2014. Overall, this sector has shed 804 jobs since its peak
in 2008, a 9.0 percent decline.

Wages are generally higher than other industries in lowa because this
sector requires a higher level of specialized skills and generally
require substantial overtime. The wages paid in this industry in lowa
are fairly in line with the region. lowa’s wages are a bit lower than the
national level, which, at 98,149, is 13.7 percent higher than lowa’s
wages in the private sector.

Men dominate this industry, holding 76.3 percent of the jobs in the
state.
